TORK Nobile. the world's 
youngest motor car manu-

BLOWING INTO TOWN 


NE of these days people 

may literally “blow in” to 
work in the morning if any- 
thing comes of a plan for 
‘easing traffic congestion in 
dig cities put forward to the 
British group of the Inter- 
national Centre for Regional 
Planning and Development by 
a London consulting engineer, 
Andrew Sharman. His idea, 
which he outlined in a recent 
edition of the BBC “Science 
and Industry” programme, is 
to bw. or suck, people to 
work in egg-shaped projectiles 
shot through a pneumatic 
tube. 

Mr. Sharman explained that 
the metropolitan area would 
be ringed by a motorway on 
which the cars which now 
cause congestion would have 
to be garaged instead of en- 
tering the city. The * it- 
self would be covered 4 
complete network of trans- 
parent ducts or tubes, four 
| feet in diameter, and running 


at ground level. The egg- or 


| bullet-shaped vehicles cap- 
able of carrying two passen- 
gers side-by-side comfortably, 
would travel along the ducts 
at a constant speed. This 
“shell” would be propelled — 
sucked rather than blown — 
by a small pressure difference 
between the front and the 
back. In a tube of this size it
